Mr. Butler then1 moved the adoption 


of the bill introduced by him in the 
House, providing for a new election, 
which was also lost by the same vote. 
Before adjournment, Mr. Cessna gave 
notice that at the meeting of the com- 
mittee he would enter a motion to re- 
consider the vote bywhich the vote or- 
dering a now election was lost.

thinks this is the only one of those prop- 
ositions that can be carried in the oom- 
mitee, and favors this course on the 
ground'that anarchy exists throughout

SPRINGFIKLD, Jan. 15.—'The pro* 


ceedings in the House to-day mere in- 
teresting, as showing the'unfair rulings 
of Speaker Haviet. If ,the rulings in 
the future are to bo judged by to-day's 
proceedings, it is evident that the,Dem- 
ocrats have selected the right toan to 
aid them. The proposition was to elect 
by resolution two men named therein 
for Assistant Postmaster and Assistant 
Doorkeeper.
